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UNDERSTANDING PARENTS. 


In a discussion of spanking which has 
been raging in the “ letters from readers” 
column of a Chicago newspaper the writers 
divided sharply for and against spanking. 
There was no happy 
middle 
ground. 
A 
juvenile court worker finally sent in a let­ 
ter which might well close the subject. She 
said in part: 
“W hether spanking is good or bad all de­ 
pends. 
The girls who are brought here do 
not complain of mere spankings, but they 
do object to being beaten with clubs and 
straps. 
In some cases doubtless the right 
kind of spanking is useful, though never 
when the spanking 
father 
or mother is 
merely working off a spell of anger on the 
child. 
“However, the thing that seems to be 
most destructive of the girls’ spirit is nag­ 
ging. 
Constant scolding while at home in­ 
jures their morale more quickly, perhaps, 
than anything else. And probably this nag­ 
ging is due to the ignorance of the parents. 
They do not understand their children or 
the changes that have been taking place in 
the lives and environment of children since 
they themselves were young.” 
There is the solution to the punishment 
problem. 
Parents with understanding are 
pretty likely to 
know 
when , spanking is 
called for or when some other form of pun­ 
ishment is more suitable. 
It takes thought 
as well as love to make an understanding 
parent, however.

JA P A N TAKES HOPE. 


It is characteristic 
of Japan 
that she 
should have sounded bravely and clearly a 
note of hope even while she is sUii engaged 
in building up the injuries of her stricken. 
Yokohama is gone. 
Tokio has been laid 
waste. 
The dead are numbered by hun­ 
dreds 
of thousands. 
The 
injured 
and 
homeless run into the millions. 
Neverthe­ 
less, say the Japanese, “it was very fortun­ 
ate for our country that the disaster did 
not fall to any districts important for the 
production of stable goods for export, also 
that of chief commodities for internal con­ 
sumption, and thus gave hardly any blow 
to our industries.” 
Over and over again it has been proved 
that the very magnitude of a disaster can 
act as a spur to hasten recovery. So it may 
well be in the present case of Japan. 
In 
one respect the Japanese 
are 
especially 
well situated, they have no huge national 
debt to weigh them down. 
The Japanese 
have had something of a horror of debt. 
After the Russo-Japanese war they were 
impatient to get back on a cash basis. 
To 
do this they did not hesitate to tax the peo­ 
ple to what then seemed the very limit of 
their ability to pay. 
And today Japan s 
per capita debt is only $34 as compared 
with $210 for the United States, $533 for 
France and $790 for Great Britain. 
These are very significant figures. 
The 
annual debt charges per capita of France 
are $63.11, those of England are $35.45, 
those of Belgium are $30.69, those of the 
United States are $9.25. 
Jap an s annual 
debt charges per 
capita 
are only $1.14. 
Light indeed is the tax burden of Japan at 
the present time as compared witn near!’, 
all other nations. 
Like government, like 
people. 
Wastefulness among the Japanese 
is virtually unknown. 
Inured as the\ ale 
to such habits, and with 
the 
pluck and 
thrift and industry for which they are fa­ 
mous, there is perhaps no people so little 
likely to be overwhelmed b y catastrophe, 
even the most terrible.

U P H A M ’S POLITICAL HINDSIGHT. 
From the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 
The avidity of the business interests of 
the republican party to chuck the altruistic 
et tort ot Woodrow Wilson in order to put 
big business in the saddle again at Wash­ 
ington is returning to damn those interests. 
Fred W. Upham, treasurer of the Republi­ 
can National Committee, is every inch a 
business man. 
He is in the lumber trade at 
Chicago, is president and director of other 
large concerns and was formerly president 
of the Illinois Manufacturers’ Association. 
Mr. Upham has just returned from Eu­ 
rope with proposed remedies for her condi­ 
tion not fully defined but containing vast 
inferences. 
He believes we will have to 
step in and take a hand, “not as a partici­ 
pant in any League 
of 
Nations or world 
court, but by taking an inventory with a 
commission and by that inventory determ­ 
ining how much Germany can be made to 
pay.” 
Then, he believes, we should con­ 
clude with a decision “which would compel 
the respect of the 
whole 
world 
for the 
United States.” 
We should “compel respect,” how? Not, 
Mr. Upham believes, by participating in an 
organization for the peaceful prevention of 
war and the adjudication of disputes. The 
only other way to “compel respect” is by 
the 
Hohenzollern-Mussolini 
method— by 
rattling the sword, and then, perhaps, by 
using it. 
The thing that is goring the big 
business ox in the United States is not the 
defeat of peace in itself, but the loss of 
trade and tears such as Mr. Upham men­ 
tions: 
“If the United States does not act, 
Germany, left alone, seems destined to be­ 
come a second Russia.” 
That, indeed, would be a misfortune to 
business in the United States and particu­ 
larly unsettling to those afflicted with bol­ 
shevik neurasthenia. 
It would be a conse­ 
quence of a condition 
which 
might have 
been prevented by the participation of the 
United States in world affairs through es­ 
tablished channels at the time they were 
offered. 
But big business could not then 
see over the 
tariff 
subsidy 
corncrib in 
Washington.

order.” 
The senator spoke before 
the citizenship conference on “shall 
the constitution of the United States 
be nullified?” 
The hotbeds and noisy rendezvous 
of lawlessness find of cynical defi­ 
ance to the eighteenth amendment, 
he declared, “are among those of so­ 
cial standing, of large property inter­ 
ests and in 
the 
wealthier 
homes. 
Without their patronage, their pro­ 
tection and their example, the boot­ 
legger will be easily within the con­ 
trol of the law'. 
The ‘red’sits in his 
darkly lighted room around his poor­ 
ly laden table and denounces those 
provisions of the constitution placed 
there to protect property.

“Prohibitionists or anti-prohibition­ 
ist, sober or drunk, we ought as citi­ 
zens to be loyal to our common coun­ 
try and willing to support the lawf so 
long as it is the law. 
“But such are the effects of w'ar 
upon the constitution.” he continued, 
‘ such are the effects of war in breed­ 
ing hate and intolerance, that men 
are in prison today, and have been 
for six years, in absolute violation of 
the fundamental principles 
of 
the 
first amendment to the constitution, 
:iierc not for violence, 
not 
for as­ 
saults upon life or property, but for 
the 
expression 
of 
their 
political 
views. 
But w’hat is even more start­ 
ling, they are there without any legal 
evidence upon which to hold them. 
“ could count myself a whinning 
hypocrite to come here to insist upon 
(he enforcement of the ISth amend­ 
ment and remain silent upon the ut­ 
ter disregard of the first amendment. 
lf I cannot speak for the constitution 
as a whole, I should not speak at all. 
And if I do not respect the consti­ 
tution as a whole, I arn unfit to speak 
in behalf of any part of it.”

The resolution was placed before 
the conference by Governor William

be presented to President Coolidge 
at the luncheon conference In Wash­ 
ington tomorrow was ready for the 
signatures of the governors. 
Governor J. J. Blaine of Wiscon­ 
sin, was on his fet instantly with ob­ 
jections to the signing of the mem­ 
orial, declaring that the round re - 
in “is an unfair evasion of our ru.e 
against resolutions.” 
Ho urged a 
discussion of methods for enforcing 
the Volstead Act instead “of pro­ 
claiming from the house tops that 
we are virtuous men and good gov­ 
ernors." 
“I am opposed to the 18th amend­ 
ment and the Volstead Act and the 
people of Wisconsin know it,” de­ 
clared Governor Blaine, “but there 
is no criticism of the enforcement of 
the laws in our state. 
If we are 
meeting here to memoralize on the 
enforcement of laws w'e should neg­ 
lect none. 
This fanaticism is base 
hypocrisy.” 
Governor John M. Parker of Louis­ 
iana, declared he would resign from 
the conference of governors if a sin­ 
gle name were atached to the mem­ 
orial. 
“The Ku Klux Klan is the 
greatest issue in America today,” he 
declared, 
“and 
that 
question de­ 
mands the time and attention of this 
meeting instead of mere words on 
the ISIh amendment.”

twenty times in various

of 
Texas to insure law’ enforcement,” 
asserted Pat M. Neff, governor of the 
Lone Star state, “and if forty seven 
governors refuse to sign this mem­ 
orial, it still will go to the national

largest unit of this republic. 
“Let this conference 
proclaim 
to 
every bootlegger and every distiller 
in this country that this law’ will be 
enforced. And let us proclaim to the

Oct. 19.—A crane 
operator was burned to death in his 
steel cage and four other men were 
so badly burned that they died in a 
hospital when a cable slipped and 
spilled 70 tons of molten steel at 
the Farell plant of the Carnegie 
Steel Company last night. 
Semlee, the craneman in the open 
hearth depaitment, had just hooked 
onto the giant ladle, carving 70 tons 
of steel heated to 2500 degrees. 
As 
the load approached the elevated 
pouring platform, on 
which 
four 
workmen were standing, the cable 
slipped and tile molten metal crash­ 
ed to tho floor. 
As it fell the mol­ 
ten steel exploded and flying metal 
showered the four men on the plat­ 
form, who were unable to escape. 
Their 
clothing was 
burned 
from 
them, and their bodies terribly sear­ 
ed. 
Three of them died soon after 
the accident and the fourth this 
morning. 
The crane operator, imprisoned in 
his traveling cage above the metal, 
was quickly roasted to death.

AVIATION MEET BE 
I 
HELD IN ST. JOSEPH 


ST. JOSEPH, 
Mo., Oct. 19 —One 
of the greatest commercial aviation 
meets ever held in the middle west 
will be held here Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday, October 25-27. 
The 
meet, planned to demonstrate the 
practicability ot airplanes for com­ 
mercial work, will bring together 
one of the largest assemblables of 
commercial pilots ever held in this 
section of the country, except St. 
Louis, according to officials of the 
St. Joseph chapter of the National 
Aeroautic Association under whose 
direction the meet wilt be held.

An aerial marriage ceremony will 
be one of the features of the pro­ 
gram.

2,000feet above the earth, will be 
married. 
In addition to the races, contests 
include acrobatics, the winner to be

(landing with motor not running); 
an aerial golf and parachute jump­ 
ing races. 
In the aerial golf game, pilot will 
fly low' over a barrel and attempt to 
drop a golf ball into it. 
Tho air races will be held over a 
IO mile triangular course, and the 
planes will be visible from the field 
at all stages of the race.
